STATE’S MOTION TO REVOKE "POST CONVICTION" COMMUNITY SUPERVISION 
TO THE HONORABLE JUDGE OF SAID COURT: 

NOW COMES the State of Texas by and through RICARDO RODRIGUEZ, JR, Criminal District 
Attorney for Hidalgo County, Texas, herein joined by ARNOLD K. PATRICK, Director of the Community 
Supervision and Corrections Department of Hidalgo County, Texas, and AMANDA M. PEREZ. Supervision 
Officer, and respectfully move this Court to revoke the community supervision granted Defendant, ISAIAH 
VICTOR CASTILLO, in the above numbered and styled cause, and for cause would show the Court the 
following: 


I 

That the Defendant was convicted of the offense of MANSLAUGHTER, as charged in the indictment a 
SECOND degree felony and Defendant's punishment assessed at imprisonment in the Institutional Division of 
the Texas Department of Criminal Justice for a term of SIX years, but whose sentence of imprisonment was 
suspended and the Defendant placed on community supervision on 10/15/2018 , originally for a period of SIX 
years; that said judgment of conviction and the conditions thereof are still in full force and effect, including its 
statutory and special conditions and any modifications thereof.

That Defendant, since placed on community supervision in this cause and during the community 
supervision period, has violated the terms and conditions thereof, to-wit: 


Condition L Has committed the subsequent criminal offense of BURGLARY OF VEHICLE on 

or before AUGUST 7. 2019. 


Condition LA: Has committed the subsequent criminal offense of LIQUOR VIOLATION 

CLASS C on or before AUGUST 7.2019. 


Condition 13: Has not paid the FINE as ordered and is delinquent in the sum of $ 180.00 . 

Condition 15: Has failed to avoid the use or abuse of any and all alcoholic beverages or mind-altering 

drugs, to-wit: POSITIVE URINALYSIS ON: 06/05/19, 07/17/19 AND 08/01/19. 


Condition 16: Has failed to pay the Hidalgo County Community Supervision & Corrections Department 

for the cost of each analysis for alcohol or controlled substances, said payment is due on 
the date of each analysis and is delinquent in the amount of $8.00 . 

Condition 17: Has not paid the CRIME STOPPERS FEE as ordered and is delinquent in the sum of 

$ 50.00 .
